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T he standalone 
prequel to 

Wolfenstein: The New 
Order, The Old Blood 
marks a return to the classic 
shooter’s traditional ideas, 
environment and plot beats. 
The New Order proved that it 
was possible to separate B.J. 
Blazkowicz from Castle 
Wolfenstein and still create 
something that felt like a 


Wolfenstein game. The Old 
Blood is far more familiar. It is 
set in 1 946, involves both a 
return to and an escape from 
Castle Wolfenstein, and plays 
out the consequences of 
Nazi practices of alchemy in 
a manner that will feel eerily 
familiar to anybody who has 
played Return to Oastle 
Wolfenstein or Raven’s 2009 
reboot of the series. 


Strong groundwork laid by the 
previous versions of the 
Wolfenstein series will help 
this game survive! 






The Old Blood is split into two main 
parts, both set in 1 946 as the Allies 
desperately seek to end the war. The 
first is an assault (and escape) from 
the titular castle, the second a battle 
through a fishing town under siege 
from occult Nazi undead. The former 
is the strongest, contrasting your 
high-powered, outdated weapons and 
armour with the decaying, dusty old 
castle you use them in. 

They break up the action well 
enough, but it’s in the thick of things 
where Wolfenstein shines. 

Things weaken in the last few 
chapters, as the action shifts to the 
aforementioned fishing town. The 
Nazi zombies lack both the intensity 
and excitement of fighting human 
opponent and also the visually 
interesting castle. There’s some 
interesting three-way battles, as the 
living SS troops fight both the player 
and the zombies, but it can’t compete 
with what came before. It also has a 
climatic boss battle but that is so 
uninspired and poorly executed that 
you will feel like the journey was 
much better than the destination. 

The game defines some impressive 
highs and many disappointing lows. 
There are entirely new environments. 


new enemies and a few gameplay 
ideas as well. B.J’s dual-wielded pipes 
are a fun addition. Imagine a nasty 
blood-gushing situation where blood 
is leaking from one and the other 
buried inside the skull or gut of a 
hapless soldier. 

However, that said, there is nothing 
in the Old Blood what was not there 
in the New Order. There are some 
moments when you feel like, ‘Oh, I’ve 
seen this before.’ Despite the skill 
involved in The Old Blood’s execution, 
it’s disappointing to be confronted 
with so much familiarity after last 
year’s flood of original ideas. These 
are still good tricks, but they’re the 
same tricks. 

OUR VERDICT 

The Old Blood is a false start for 
Wolfenstein’s life after The New 
Order, a creative step backwards that 
survives primarily because of the 
strong groundwork laid by the 
previous game. It will always be fun to 
fire these guns and MachineGames’s 
presentation is still ahead of the 
curve, but this isn’t the game you 
should play if you want to explore 
those qualities— that game was 
released a year ago.

ALL IN GOOD TIME 


It’s not every day one gets chatty with the President of one of the finest and probably 
the last independent watchmakers in the world. But we’re FHM. And we did manage 
to get hold of Olivier Bernheim from Raymond Weil and asked him everything... from 
his plans for the brand to his favourite cuisine. 
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FHM; What brings you to India? 
Oiivier Bernheim: Two things. Passion 
and business. Some peopie come to india 
oniy for business, but my visits are usuaiiy 
driven by passion, i first came to india in 
1978 and since then have been reguiariy 
visiting the country, i ask myseif often 
whether i come to india for passion or on 
business, i think it is a bit of both, i am in 
iove with indian food, the peopie, india’s 
rich cuiture. 

But talking about the business 
aspect, anything in particuiar caiiing 
for your attention on this trip? 

Poiitics. And i am taiking about the one 
within the industry but the government 
poiitics in india. The new government at 
the centre is impiementing a number of 
new reguiations around how iuxury 
watches wiii be distributed and how 
watches wiii be bought, i am here to speak 
to retaiiers and understand their worries 
and to expiain to them what has been 
done in other countries and about how to 
buiid the future. Because we beiieve with 
1.2 biiiion inhabitants, india is a huge 
market whose potentiai has never been 
truiy expioited. 

Tell us a bit about the brand and what 
its vision was when it started 36 years 
back. 

One has to reaiise that when my father in 
iaw created the company in 1976, end 
consumers were not brand conscious end 
consumers, it was the generation that was 
born right after Worid War ii and 
everything was a requirement. Therefore, 
my father in iaw had a vision to make 
watches with a unique design, be a 
trendsetter that is known for its good 
quaiity, which is avaiiabie at an affordabie 
price. And by the way, the watch was to be 
named Raymond Weii. Since the iate 90s,

a new generation came on board and that 
generation was brand-conscious. 
Therefore, the brand name, Raymond Weii, 
we rebuiit its DNA. 

In other words, when the brand 
started out in ’76, it was never 
supposed to be a iuxury brand? 

We can spend a day taiking about what the 
iuxury requirements were in eariy 80s and 
what they are now. The big difference 
however is that in that time, it was more of 
a necessity but nevertheiess ajeweiiery 
piece. Today it’s something that everyone 
wants to own. 

Switzeriand is known for its watch- 
making heritage and its brands. 
What has been unique about the 
brand since it started in ’76 to make 
it stand out of the crowd? 
i think what is stiii so unique Raymond 
Weii and makes it different is that it has 


remained a famiiy owned business, if you 
take the history of my famiiy within the 
watch industry, it has remained with us for 
70 years because my father in iaw was 
handiing another company, it’s the roots of 
the famiiy in the watch industry that make 
the watch so different. 

Tell us a bit about Raymond Weil’s 
partnership with Gibson-Nabucco 
Coiiection. 

Raymond Weii, you can iook at our history, 
has aiways been about art and cuiture. My 
wife is a professionai pianist and 
whenever we have to ponder on what 
Raymond Weii is, the best way for us is to 
refer to the music notes. As you can see, 
the brand has a iot of iink with music and 
we recentiy conciuded that Gibson wiii be 
the right partner for this coiiection. Gibson 
brings modernity, it’s youth-centric and 
has an instant connect with the Gibson 
guitar, which is piayed woridwide. We have 
worked hard on our capacity and infused 
eiements within the watch that have to do 
with the guitar. 

The outcome of this harmony is the 
Nabucco Coiiection-named after an 
itaiian opera of the same name, which is 
broken in 4 parts and composed in 1841 
by Giuseppe Verdi. 

What are the brand’s expansion 
plans for India? 

Our global expansion plans are huge. 
However, it is interesting to notice that 
these plans are in sync with what we have 
in mind for India. 

To give an example, back in the 80s, 
premium and luxury watches would have 
sold only in Delhi and Mumbai. By the turn 
of the century, tier-2 cities began to 
emerge as watch sellers. And now we are 
talking about tier-3 very recently. There is 
a deep market penetration, which we want 
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to take deeper still. Patna, Ludhiana, 
Cochin, Coimbatore, etc, are places where 
no one would have believed that there 
would be a luxury watch seller. But they 
are our big potential markets now. 
Globally, which is your strongest 
market? 

The United States. 

How does India fare compared to 
other giobai markets? 

India is small for the Swiss watch industry 
because of the late penetration in tier-2 
and 3 markets. It is a small market also 
because of its extremely high customs 
duty. The latter plays as a barrier and a 
negative role for the industry. On the other 
hand, we know that India has a huge 
potential, which goes hand in hand with 


the development of the country. The luxury 
industry is just scratching the surface. 

What is your strongest market in 
India? 

It is New Delhi. 

Teii us something about the modei 
reieases that are iined up for rest 
of 2015. 

Gibson is one, which we are very excited 
about. There are also going to be five 
major new products released this year. 

One is a lady’s watch. Which we have 
linked to a famous British violinist. We also 
are looking forward to an extremely 
valuable, complicated tourbillon. We have 
also created a watch in the memory of 
Frank Sinatra. Last, but not the least, we 
are coming out with a timepiece, which is 


in the memory of my father-in-law, 
Raymond Weil, who was also a pilot. 

These are being released globally 
and in India? 

Of course. India is always a part of the 
global. Moreover, India needs to be a part 
of the global landscape more than any 
other country because of its high levels of 
digital penetration. 

How smooth or probiematic is it for 
a iuxury brand to enter the Indian 
market and set up shop? 

You know India. It is all about hurdles here. 

But when you know the hurdles and know 
your way around them, it can be a smooth run. 
Sometimes I ask myself why I love India so 
much. And I think it is maybe because I love 
those hurdles and love to move past them.

Which is your favourite vacation spot? 

Far from crowds, urban areas, 
airports. . . And that is my country 
home in the middle of nowhere, which 
is an hour and a half from Geneva. 

If you had to go vacation 
somewhere in Asia, North 
America, where would you like 
to go?

Europe? 


Because you are from Europe 
and almost all places are a few 
hours from each other. 

If I have a few days to myself then I 
would love to be in New York. From 
restaurants, parks, parties, 
museums, opera... you can find 
everything in New York. That city has 
a very distinct personality. 

What do you do in your spare 
time-if you get any, that is. 

I need spare time and look for it. At 
nights it would be operas as I am a 
big fan. Otherwise skiing in the 
winters.

finished picture yet, but I 
know I’ll love it. From what 
I’m hearing from 
everybody, we have done a 
great job. We definitely did 
everything we could to 
make it as incredible 
a film as possible; to make 
the fans of the franchise 
proud and all the crew 
members who worked on it 
proud. 

Can you give us any 
hints on the plot? 

It’s been 22 years since the 
events of Jurassic Park took 
place. The main thing that I 
think is different is we’re 
exploring a different society 
now. Thematically, we’re 
talking about a generation of 
people whose relationship 
with cutting edge, mind- 
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blowing science is different 
Since the park has opened, 
there are 20,000 people visiting 
it every day, but they’re just 
bored with dinosaurs. Dinosaurs 
are not enough. They want 
something more. 

Tell us about your 
character? 

The character I play is sort of a 
mix between Jeff Goldblum’s 
and Sam Neil’s from the original 
movie. He represents somebody 
who is weary of the human 
position in the natural order of 
things, has a lot of respect for it 
and, at the same time, he is cool 
and sexy and heroic.

With the i8, BMW sets a new benchmark in sports cars with its combination 
of performance and efficiency. We get our hands on one to find out what the 
future in the world of sports cars looks like. 



G iven its stunning and futuristic 

-design, it’s easy to fqr-g-et that the 
BMW i8 is not just a T^^fSf1<able 
tookqr. In its own right, *the car is also a 
technological masterpiece, which 
presents a major advance in terms of 
both technology as well as materials in 


the world of sports cars. Underneath its 
sharp lines and attractive shape, lies a 
cabin made out of carbon fibre 
reinforced plastic and aluminium, both 
materials that are lightweight and 
technologically advanced. In fact, carbon 
fibre has been one of the most exciting 


materials in the recent past, as it offers a 
combination of unbelievable strength 
and yet is atrociously lightweight-a 
dream for any automotive engineer to 
work with. Such is BMW’s focus on 
carbon fibre and its potential that it has 
recently developed a new facility just to

The other unique thing about the i8 is 
the plug-in hybrid powertrain, which, in this 
case, is used not only for its environmental 
benefits, but also for the performance it 
offers with its combination of a regular 
turbocharged petrol engine and electric 
motors. The combined output of the i8 
then is 357bhp and given its low weight 
due to the carbon construction, the i8 
rockets from 0-100 in just 4.4 seconds, 
while top speed is electronically limited to 


250kmph. And that’s not all-the i8’s 
on-board battery, when fully charged, 
gives it the capability to drive the car for 
up to 35kms on electric power alone, and 
it can achieve speeds up to 120kmph 
while running purely on electric mode. 
However, when the driver demands 
complete performance from the car, both 
the petrol engine and electric motors work 
in combination to deliver seamless 
performance. 

The most stunning fact, however, is that 
despite all this performance capability and 
the stunning looks, the i8 delivers fuel 


efficiency figures that till recently were 
unheard of for sports cars. BMW claims 
that under ideal test conditions, the car 
can deliver figures of up to 47.45kml, 
which, frankly, something even the most 
fuel efficient cars fail to match. So, there it 
is... perhaps the first glimpse at what the 
supercars of the near future will look like, 
gorgeous looking, intelligently built and 
offering amazing performance levels with 
exemplary fuel efficiency and negligible 
environmental emissions. Sounds like a 
win-win solution to us. 


BMWiS-IMPORTANT FEATURES 



The interiors of the i8 leave no stone unturned to make the occupants feel 
that they truly are in a car of the future. With the centre console tilted towards 
the driver in typical BMW fashion, it makes no excuses in expressing that the 
focus of the car is towards the driver.

T he compact sports sedan segment 
has been one that Jaguar has 
historically not done well in. Its last 
experiment to enter the segment, the 
X-type, completely bombed. So, as we got 
our first glimpse of the new XE in the flesh, 
the early signs were positive, the design 
has all the hallmarks of the brand’s design 
language and is indeed a handsome car. 
Given its slightly longer bonnet and short 
rear, it lends the XE an aggressive looks 
and it has a fair amount of presence on the 
road. The various details spread around the 


car, such as the headlights with daytime 
running lamps, the grille on the front fender 
and the tail lights, add to the effect. 

The design element carries over to the 
interiors too, with the dashboard featuring 
a unique sweeping design, which Jaguar 
refers to as the ‘Riva’ line-in reference to 
the famous and gorgeous Italian yachts. 
This means that when seated, you feel like 
you’re in a cocoon with the design literally 
wrapping itself around you. The fit-and- 
finish of the interiors is quite impressive 
and the completely revamped multimedia 


system is far superior to Jaguar’s older 
jukeboxes. 

One of the benefits that the XE 
carries over its competition is the 
aluminium construction, a Jaguar hallmark. 
With the metal composing 75 per cent of 
the car, this naturally leads to major weight 
savings for the beast. Out on the road, the 
XE delivers a lot of positives; the ride is 
very polished on the roads and the car 
handles very well. With the supportive 
seats, it makes travelling in the car quite a 
pleasant experience. 
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DESIGN 

Featuring a revised interpretation of what is by now Jaguar design head Ian 
Callum’s signature design, the XE retains the family looks of a long bonnet 
with a short boot, focusing on its rear-wheel drive architecture. At the 
same time it retains the common look of the sedans of the brand, which is 
a good thing from a brand perspective but we would prefer if the car featured 
a bolder look, making it stand out in a fiercely competitive segment. 


ENGINES 


BODY 

The XE features a lot of aluminium in its construction, a hallmark of the 
Jaguar brand. As a result, over 75 per cent of the car is made out of 
aluminium, which means it is lighter than the competition and so offers not 
only better performance but also improved fuel efficiency. At the same time, 
the body has a high level of stiffness, which results in better handling, which 
is essential for a car from the British brand. 


The XE features a brand new line-up of engines, referred to as the ‘Ingenium’ 
range. The new engines are all 2-litre turbocharged units, in both petrol and diesel 
forms. And these are the engines that are expected to be volume sellers, offering 
the best balance between everyday performance and fuel efficiency. For the 
performance maniacs though, the current offering is a 335bhp 3-litre 
supercharged V6 on the XE S, an engine the XE shares with the F-type sports 
car. Pretty soon though, we expect to see a XE R version of the car with an 
engine producing well over 400bhp. 


CABIN 

The XE features a brand new style of interiors from Jaguar, with the 
dashboard enveloping around the driver in what the company refers 
to as the ‘Riva’ line. This is a tribute to the gorgeous Italian speedboats of 
the same name, and it provides a very cocooning feeling while seated in the 
cabin. The XE also features a brand new touch infotainment system 
known as InControl, which is a massive step ahead compared to the 
older systems of the brand. 


The other big shift that the XE provides 
is the brand new series of engines that it 
features. Fitted with an engine line-up 
consisting of 2-litre turbocharged four- 
cylinder engines in both petrol and diesel, 
the brand marks a major progress point in 
Jaguar’s history. The petrol version of the 
two, with its 237bhp, is very refined and 
easy to drive, while sounding quite 
pleasant. More importantly for our market 
though, the 178bhp diesel engine performs 
like a charm, providing ample power and 
grunt for urban and high speed commutes. 


Adding to the driving appeal is the 
standard-fit eight-speed automatic 
transmission, which works brilliantly both in 
auto mode and when you change gears via 
the steering mounted paddles. 

And the feeling of overall balance and an 
excellent suspension setup was reinforced 
when we spent the afternoon doing laps 
around the Navarra circuit in the XE S, 
fitted with the third engine option of the 
range, the 335bhp 3-litre supercharged V6 
that also features on the F-type. The rather 
technical track is an excellent place to test 


the dynamics of a car, and the XE proved 
its mettle with us pounding it lap after lap 
without a single issue. 

So, the new XE offers a very attractive 
package both in terms of design, the 
interior detailing and the driving appeal. I 
think it’s going to prove itself to be a 
tough competitor to the existing players of 
the segment. At the very least, if you’re 
looking for a new car in that segment, you 
now have a worthy option of getting a 
British brute with lineage, style and 
all-round ability.

M aybe not the first name that 

comes to mind when one thinks 
of pedigreed motorcycling 
brands, but Triumph has a 
typical British way to make impressions. 
Not distractingly good-looking, not 
obnoxiously loud. Pleasantly well 
mannered. . . but the overall personality! It’s 
so overwhelmingly magnetic that you get 
hooked on from the word gol 
So when an opportunity presented itself 
to get down and dirty with a few 
thoroughbreds from Triumph’s stables, I 
just had two words for them-where and 
when. One, the biggest production bike on 
the planet. And the other, the perfectly 
sized street racer for beginners and 
seasoned bikers alike. After four knuckle- 
busting, dust-gulping, skin-burning days of 
absolute mayhem on Delhi roads, I let the 
adrenaline settle before this story. Truth be 
told, I still am getting goose bumps 
thinking about my two latest not-so- 
discreet affairs. This is my tell-all. 



FIRST IMPRESSIONS 

Within a minute of taking in the 
curves of the Rocket 3, you know 
that everything about the bike is 
about ‘Bigger is Better’ mantra. This 
bike is HUGE! At nearly 370kgs and 
2.5 meters length it is a green Hulk 
on wheels. To put things in 
perspective, it is only a shade 
shorter than Tata Nano. 24-litre 
engine sits curvaceously on top; 
adding more meat to the package. 

Apart from the sheer presence of 
this one, one does notice the twin 
headlights and the retro instrument 
panel. I have never been a fan of 
twin lights and retro looks. They do 
connect the rider with the days of 
yore, I admit, but an analog 
speedometer, wobbly fitted? It’s not 
Pockety enough. 

Let’s start it, shall we? Press the 
clutch, push ‘Start’ and the 2300cc 
engine ruffles to life. That’s when 
disappointment slaps you. For a 
heart of a dragon for an engine, you 
are forced to a double-take whether 
you heard it right! It’s a low-decibel 
gargle more than anything-one that 
you hear on nearly every 100-150cc 
sized two-wheeled chipmunks on 
city roads. I straddle it and take it off 
the stand, shift it in first gear and 


ease out the clutch. Rocket 3 is 
surprisingly light and evenly 
balanced. You get to know this when 
you jam on the front and rear brakes 
together. It stops when, where and 
how you want it to, without the sheer 
size of this behemoth taking over 
you. After few kms of crazy city 
traffic, I was ready to roll the 
Rocket’s big wheels on highway 
asphalt. And that’s when cupid 
struck... at SOkmph. 

RIDE & HANDLING 

Be clear on the basic 
proclamation that the Rocket 3 is a 
thoroughbred hybrid racer and that 
the bike knows well. Belittling it by 
using it for anything less will have a 
2-point dilemma. A) It’s not a 
carthorse, to be used for household 
run-to-the-supermarket chores. B) 
You can’t. It has weight-and that it 
lets you know on turns in slow 
speeds and, more importantly, the 
constant gear changing will leave 
your left hand fingers begging for 
mercy. It has been brought to life by 
its parents for one thing and one 
thing only; to gulp down miles after 
miles of open stretches with 
amazing ease, never to tire. 

We suggest you bring the bike to 
a complete stop at the head of a 
traffic signal. On green, do what 
responsible citizens would do. The 
whole drill. Clutch, 1st gear, marginal 
accelerator and let the bike roll. 

Open the throttle to your heart’s 
content and see Mr Anderson 
become Neo. Remember the 
disappointment of the low-decibel 
gargle that I spoke about earlier? 
Rev the engine enough and it 
begins to sound like the war-cry of 
the Vikings. Stretch it to the RPM 
max before shifting to the next gear 
and you will feel the 3 large 
cylinders working in beautiful 
harmony to conjure all 22.5kgs of 
torque at your disposal. Past the 
speed of 60 and this raging bull is 
beginning to sound like Zeus 
getting angry. It roars! If the sight of 
a zipping Greek God will not 
startle the shit out of the motley 
cars around then the scream of the 
engine will stop them dead in 
their tracks. 

And it is freakishly fast. From a 


standing position to lOOkmph, it 
takes one breath and just 3.3 
seconds. All of it 146 horses are 
engaged to deliver the output that 
you want in any gear. But the best 
part? The position of the seating 
and riding angle are so perfect that, 
while mercilessly accelerating 
through gears, you never feel the 
bike slipping out of control. Braking 
is reassuring and ABS aided, 
which reigns in the animal when you 
want to.

Suspension, although, I found to 
be wanting. Being on the hard side, 
city roads, peppered with cracks, 
thoughtlessly designed speed- 
bumps and potholes, do make the 
ride feel like a seizure every time. 

But then again, this fairy-tale was 
never designed for the harsh reality 
of Indian roads. 

CONCLUSION 

Simply put. Triumph Rocket 3 
Roadster is quite unlike anything I’ve 
ridden before. It has a strong 
personality, which is hard to ignore. 

It is a perfect highway tourer and 
also the perfect noisy, intimidating 
monster to show off. However, to 
reiterate, be sure to promise 
yourself more of highway tarmac 
than city streets, and this bad 
girl will win you over... over and 
over again. 
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0-100kmph in an 
astounding 3.25 
seconds! 







FIRST IMPRESSIONS 

This seems to be a recurring trait with all things Triumph. 

One word to sum up my first impression... eh? Again dual 
headlights. Again the disappointment slap. Moreover, the skinny 
front tyre was making the bike look feeble and underweight. 
Twin exhausts, though, sit tightly under the rear seat. The 
handle bar is near-linear and short, the other end of the 
spectrum from the Rocket. I take my time to walk all around it 
and take in the curves. So that we have it out of the way. Speed 
Triple was one of the foremost streetfighter bikes to sport a 
naked engine look. I straddle it and lean in to grasp the ears. 
And it is a world of a difference from the 2300cc 
gargantuan asteroid that I was merrily zipping around a few 
days back.

Footrests tuck in the legs neatly //■ f 
under the gas tank. By the time you move in to the first f y.

RIDE & HANDLING 

Triumph Speed Triple has only one thing embedded in its DNA 
- and that’s no-holds barred, crazy-ass speeding. And it does it with 
the finesse of a Renaissance painter.

The book starts to get really 
ambitious towards the end when 
both the author and the techie- 
duo begin to tele-travel through 
wormholes, creating shortcuts 
from one spot in the world to 


another in a second. But all this is 
done virtually, through re-creation 
and augmentation, so it’s not that 
bad after all. At places it tends to 
get a little stereotypical while 
describing India, and at few others 
it paints an absolutely unfamiliar 
side of India that balances on the 
verge of mere fiction. 

THE VERDICT 

Overall, it’s a kickass book that 
presents to the reader more than 
one dimension where augmented 
reality may be useful to the human 
race. Everything stands on a rock 
solid ground of science and 
research, with a few liberties 
taken here and there. It doesn’t 
become too geeky with scientific 
jargons flowing in the pages. Most 
of all, it doesn’t take sides and is 
honest to show how the 
technology may be used in 
harmful ways. It leaves you with 
the feeling: So is this how God 
must feel like!

M IDIval Punditz is a veteran Indian electronic band consisting of Delhi-based musician duo, Gaurav Raina and Japan Raj. They’ve 
made quite a mark on the Indian music scene with their fourth album Light, which is just out, and too-many-to-count live 
performances spanning more than a decade. The band’s USP is their ability to not only play around with electronic percussions 
and sounds but also bend it so to meet the conventional resonance of Indian folk music. They were in town recently to give a 
preview of their latest album and we caught them deep in the act-collaborating with Rajasthani folk singer, Kutle Khan. We sat the two 
separately and grilled them over how the hell they do what they do! 


FHM: Describe your music to us. 
MIDIval Punditz: Our music is a 
culmination of our environment 
and, while much of our expression has 
been through Electronica, it keeps 
evolving into something new... even 
acoustic, depending on the mood that 
particular day. 

What is the purpose of mixing 
different sounds with foik? 

We want to create a new sound, but by 
keeping both the worlds of music intact; by 
keeping both sides of the spectrum safe in 
their purest form. However, there are some 
tracks that don’t have any Indian side to 
them and are just our expression through 
western electronic music. 

Why not coiiaborate with western 
music? Isn’t that more natural? 

What comes naturally to an artist is 
actually the most fulfilling route to take. 
Once you go down that road, it starts to 
become easy. In our case this happened 
with Indian Electronica. 

How is recording in a studio different 
from performing iive? 

The main difference is the ability to take 
multiple takes in a studio environment, 
which cannot happen during a live show. 
Some parts of a track, while recording, 
could be replaced by a different 
instrument/vocalist for the live show. 

We rehearse with our band before we go 
on a tour to try different things with 
each song and to tighten tricky parts that 
were made electronically but are now 
being performed by acoustic instruments 
at a show. 

How do you manage with the 
improvisational style of folk singers 
during a iive show? 

We have tailor-made our live sets to fit this 
exact thing. Our Indian instrumentalists 
and vocalists come from the school of 
thought where improvising is very 
important. So, we’ve divided various parts

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of each track into scenes... like flute 
solo/ vocal intro/ percussion jam, and so 
on. At the show each of these scenes 
can be extended on the fly or even cut 
short depending on how the band is 
reacting to the crowd. 

What does Kutle Khan, as an artist, 
bring to the band? 

We’d heard his work with Rajasthan 
Roots band and also as a solo artist. For 
the song Baanwarey, while creating our 
new album, we instantly thought of Kutle 
Khan. He came to the studio and it was 
pretty quick as there was good synergy 
with his talent and his general vibe. We 
then also recorded him on Echoes. He 
brings a natural and pure folk energy into 
the tracks and adds a whole new 
dimension to our sound.

FHM: What made you collaborate 
with a modern genre of music? 
Kutle Khan: I belong to the 
Managaniyar community and we are 
singers by tradition. I noticed that a lot 
of people had a special liking for our 
type of music, but also there were many 
who don’t like it much. So we wanted to 
expand our scope and explore further, 
to take our music and broadcast it to an 
even bigger number. I’ve performed with 
many artists from around the world and 
the response has been overwhelming. 
Did you like what you created with 
MIDIval Punditz? 

I love to experiment and when I was 
exposed to the electronic rhythm I knew 
this was going to be a long association. 

I had my first stint with MIDIval 
Punditz some 5-6 years back and 


realised that together we produced a lot of 
energy. They are one of the best in India 
and my sound finds a respectful space in 
their productions. 

What is your understanding of 
electronic music? 

For me, electronic music is all about 
rhythm. The beats that a singer sings are 
in patterns and rest everything else is an 
embellishment to create a little more. 
Usually electronic music has a 4-beat 
pattern that may differ in certain artists. 
Rural Rajasthan and EDM don’t 
really match. 

I crossed the Indian borders in 2000 for 
the first time and got to meet a lot of 
people. When I performed at different 
places I learned some new things from the 
local artists, which did not really change 
my style of singing but made me more 
open to experimenting. 

Does recording in a studio feel as 
exciting as performing live? 

Recording in a studio is a well thought out, 
serious process. It’s like a practice session 
for our live gigs. As soon as we get the 
right sound we record it and then play it 
back to bring the same sound again on the 
stage at the time of a live performance. 
Your singing style is that of 
improvising. How do you manage this 
aspect with Electronica? 

The singing remains the same for us, as 
the tune and the raga. All that changes is 
the rhythm and tempo. When performing 
with electronic music that window is 
maintained, but one can’t be too elaborate 
as otherwise.

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es, we know what you’re 
thinking. FHM has a guy on the 
cover? What were we thinking! 
But it’s not a personality that we 
shot. It’s a goddamned 
concept... and a bloody good 
one at that. This is our version of 
‘this is what happens when a 
famous face is locked up with a 
handful of drop-dead gorgeous women’. We 
anticipated havoc but this took ‘What the hell!’ to a 
whole new level. We required flamboyance. We 
looked for swagger. We wanted careless charm. 
Naturally, we needed Varun Dhawan... 


From the time we figured the shots and Rohan set 
up his equipment... from the moment the models got 
dressed for the ante, our celebrity guest was anxiously 
anticipated. Barely 20 minutes later, when he did make 
an entry, I was pleasantly surprised to see a chirpy, lively 
soul more than a heavily guarded celeb. He has 
charisma of a guy-next-door that is freakin’ infectious. 
We explained the shoot and its theme. And Varun was 
grinning from ear-to-ear. I mean, who wouldn’t? 

The shoot was steamy enough for us to jack up the 
air conditioning. No kidding! He nailed it like he owned 
it. And that is exactly what we wanted. A master; his 
harem and a whole lot of playfulness. But that’s what 
the shoot is for. After three gruelling hours of playing 
with women {We’re making it sound like a task, aren’t 
we?) and the shutterbug going ballistic clicking, I finally 
managed to get some time with Varun to fire away 
some questions on just about everything under the sun. 
This is how it went... 

The only thing that seems to be on Varun’s mind 
nowadays is ABCD 2. Releasing on 1 9th of this month, 
he is pretty kicked and nervous in equal measures.

what?)\ anb a sequel to the one that was a huge success. 
And nervous because Varun is always like that before 
any movie of his hits the screens. “As an actor, I am, 
much like any other actor, so much involved in the script, 
shooting, editing, etc., that I am not able to see it from the 
audience’s perspective. The only way to gauge that is to 
wait and see the masses’ reaction on the opening 
weekend of the movie.” We second that, Varun. But given 
that you’re a natural on camera, chances seem pretty 
slim of your movie not hitting bull’s eye! 

He’s a gifted booty-shaker and his previous flicks have 
driven that point home. Remember Rohan in Student of 
the Year and Humpty in Humpty Sharma Ki Dulhaniya? 
Varun pretty much electrifies his dance sequences and, 
the best part is, his steps are taken on by the masses. 

But did he have to stretch his limits for his upcoming 
movie? Varun confirms that he had to, like no previous 
movie could. “No typical dance routines. We are 
representing India at a global dance competition in 
ABCD 2 and thus the forms like strutting, scrumping, 
house, hip hop, contemporary, etc., were all brought into 
play,” he said. But this is Varun we’re talking about. We 
believe he can take a dance step, move his happy feet 
through it and make it look like a walk in the park. 
Naturally, we can’t wait to see ABCD 2. 

We spoke about his career, growing up years, personal 
life, with nothing but pizza for company {which he loves, 
by the way) and he bowled us over with his breeziness. 




FHM: After Badlapur, which was 
a complete thriller, you had to 
switch big in terms of the role 
that you’re playing for this movie. 
Right? 

Varun Dhawan: Yes, it was a 
massive switch! After Badlapur, I was 
so screwed in the head that when I 
came to the sets of ABCD 2, people 
thought that I was one crazy bloke. 
But when I got my feet moving, 
started dancing and sweating it out 
and laughing with everyone around, I 
gradually started moving into the 
character. Shraddha was a great 
help too! 

Speaking of Shraddha... how 
was she as a co-actor? Keeping 
up with your dance steps or was 
she getting left behind? 

She is way more graceful than me and 
is someone who loves music and is 
really passionate. I think everyone in 
the movie is a better dancer than I 


{laughs). Bu t ll dance to el^ress andl 
hot impresi, and I’ve followed the same 
in the film. Therefore, if my character, 
Suresh, connects with the audiences 
and they feel that they are watching 
something that could actually happen 
in reality then, as a dancer and a 
performer, my job was a success. 
You’re chilled out and it seems 
you carry that off the sets also. 
But how is Shraddha to be 
around? She comes across as 
someone who is a little bit 
serious. Is she? 

Shraddha is serious because she is 
very sorted in her head about her 
career. And I think that is because she 
has been through a lot of troubles 
earlier on in her career when a few 
films of hers bombed commercially. 
However, she came back strong with 
back-to-back hits. This has resulted in 
her being one of the most sought after 
actresses in our industry. She is 
serious about her career because she 
wants to hold on to what she has 
worked so hard to achieve, which, I 
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think, is phenomenal. Just to add. . . I also 
think that Shraddha and I, as a couple on 
screen, are a perfect balance because I am 
the one with a funny bone and she’s the one 
who’s a bit of the serious type. And when she 
is in her prankster mode, I am sober and have 
my act together. 

Are we going to be seeing you two 
together sometime soon? 

I really hope so. She is actually one actress 
who I want to work with again. 

Rohan in Student of the Year, Sreenath 
Prasad in Mein Tera Hero, Humpty in 
Humpty Shama Ki Duihaniya, Raghav 
in Badlapur and Suresh in ABCD 2... 
which character is ciosest to you in 
reai iife? 

Honestly, there is a bit of me in every role that 
I have played to date. Hey! Don’t count 
Raghav from Badlapur. . . that’s not me at all. 
But I think where the other four are 
concerned, there were very strong shades of 


the real Varun Dhawan in their characters. To 
give an example, there is a scene in ABCD 2 
where I was not given any dialogues and was 
asked to improvise impromptu. Remo told me 
to give this long monologue about dancing. 
That was really me talking my heart out. 

Teii us a bit about your next few 
upcoming fiicks. What aii shouid we 
get excited about? Ram Lakhan 
remake? Half Girlfriend? 

“VoU can get excited about the Ra m Lakhanl 

remake. It’s just that I am not in \t\ (lauqhs). I 
have not been approached for it either. There 
is Rohit Shetty’s next, Dilwale, which is with 
Shah Rukh sir. I am very kicked about it. I 
mean, who wouldn’t be to share screen space 
with the SRK. Next, I am doing a movie of my 
brother’s, called Dishuum, with John and 
Jacqueline. I am not allowed to talk much on 
the story so you have to wait and watch. 

There is also Shuddhi-bui that is still some 
time away. 


What remains? How is Varun Dhawan 
as an actor going to transform in the 
next few years? 

I’m excited about Rohit Shetty’s flick because 
I am getting back to comedy again. I did it for 
Mein Tera Hero and for Humpty a M\e bit. 

This will take me back to the genre that I love. 
Dishuum will be again quite different. I cannot 
talk about the movie much. But they are all 
different genres and as my career progresses, 

I am trying to mix it up. 

You have done funny fiicks, and then 
you did Badlapur and now ABCD 2... 
Which has been the most chaiienging 
genre for you? 

Toughest is comedy. Simply because it is not 
easy to make people laugh. It’s rather tough 
to do genuinely good comedy. When I say 
that I mean without being vulgar, crass and 
slapstick. I am talking the stuff that probably 
Will Ferrell or Jim Carrey would do. We are 
missing that in today’s cinema.

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M Night Shyamalan tells 
FHM about beating his 
critics, Rubik’s Cubes and 
the scariest story he hopes 
he never has to tell ^

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IF YOU DON'T KNOW THE NAME 
M NIOHT SHYAMALAN, CALL 
UPON THE SPIRIT WORLD - THE 
GHOSTS HAVE WHISPERED IT 
SINCE LONG REFORE HE WAS 


It was first heard this side 
of the afterlife by a village 
■ psychic in India, while 
reading the palm of his 
father, Nelliate C Shyamalan. “He looked at 
his hand and said, ‘Your name will be known 
across the Seven Seas,’” says Night. “My 
dad’s reaction was, ‘My God, I’m going to 
commit a crime, that’s the only way.’” 

The doctor didn’t commit a crime. Instead, 
he emigrated to the US with his wife, 
Jayalakshmi, their infant children Veena and 
Manoj, and set up a clinic in Philadelphia. 

But he never forgot the mystic’s words. 

“He would look at his name on the sign 
above his surgery and say, ‘This must be the 
name!”’ Night goes on. “But whenever local 
kids sprayed graffiti over it - as they did 
everywhere - he’d scrub it off and say, ‘This 
cannot be it.’” He spent the next 20 years 
searching for a sign. But none came. 

“He’s watching, waiting for his name 
while, all the time, his son is messing about 
with his Super 8 film camera,” Night 
chuckles. The camera was the key. And, in 
1 999, it finally came true. . . with a twist. 

“I remember my father getting out of the 
limo at my first premiere, and there, on the 
billboard above the red carpet, were the 
words, ‘A film by M Night Shyamalan,”’ Night 
says. “He turned to me with tears in his eyes 
and said, ‘It happened. . . it finally happened.’” 

That film was The Sixth Sense. It became 
one of the highest-grossing films of all time, 
received six Academy Award nominations, 
and left a generation of moviegoers unable 
to piss at night without thinking of Mischa 
Barton vomiting all over their bed. It instantly 
turned Night into a ‘name-on-the-poster’ 
filmmaker. His father’s name was finally 
known across the seven seas. 

The film’s success couldn’t have been 
a more appropriate beginning for the 
29-year-old film director, who would not 
only become Hollywood’s master of the 
supernatural, but also its king of the twist. 

If you haven’t seen The Sixth Sense, you 


probably know the surprise (mostly when 
you realise Bruce Willis once had hair). With 
his next three movies. Night made the 
‘shock ending’ his calling card. 

He followed The Sixth Sense, a spine- 
tingling ghost story about a boy who ‘sees 
dead people’, with superhero suspense- 
drama Unbreakable, alien-invasion mystery 
Signs and psychological thriller The Village. 

To date, his films have raked in more than 
£1 .Sbillion at the box office. He is one of the 
highest-paid writers in Hollywood and one of 
the most prolific directors of his generation. 

“My wife would say I’ve lived a charmed 
life,” he smiles. “Basically, it’s always been 
easy, she would say.” And what about Night? 

“I would say I wouldn’t have it any other 
way,” he replies, rather cryptically. “I just 
want to be true to myself. That’s not to say I 
haven’t personally felt. . .” he pauses for a 
moment. “Moments of great darkness. Our 
industry’s good at giving you those.” 

We’re with Night in a generic London 
hotei room. His mop of black hair is 
framed by light from the open window 
behind him. The trees outside whisper 
something about the Hollywood Illuminati 
enslaving us all. Possibly. Or they just rustled 
in the breeze. It’s so difficult to tell. Anyway, 
Night’s started talking about Rubik’s Cubes. 

“All I wanted to be when I grew up was a 
Rubik’s Cube champion,” he says. “I could 
do it in 45 seconds, without looking at it.” 
Trouble is, freelance Rubik’s Cubing isn’t the 
most lucrative of jobs. So he became a 
filmmaker instead. 

Manoj Nelliate Shyamalan was born on 6 
August 1970 in Mahe, India before his 
family relocated to an affluent suburb of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. At the age of 
nine, he stole his dad’s 8mm camera from a 
cupboard and began spoofing the films ET, 
James Bond and A Nightmare On Elm 
Street. By the time he graduated from high 
school, he had made 45 short films and 
once told his guidance counsellor, “Making 
movies is not only my hobby, not only my 




primary interest, not only my extracurricular 
life; it is my future.” 

There, he also shortened Manoj to M 
and turned Nelliate to Night. Calling 
himself Night was a bit like calling a tall 
guy Tiny: there is nothing of the night 
about him. He is sunny and smiley. But at 
work, he plays the devil with light and dark. 

“The unknown is what makes things 
scary,” he tells us. “The why, how, what... 
that story is more frightening than 
‘blood-dripping-down-the-wair horror. I like 
the unknown presence that causes fear 
and takes you back to a childlike state. 
Plus, it’s much cheaper to film.” 

Childhood is a recurring theme in 
Night’s films: it’s the kid who sees dead 
people {The Sixth Sense), or talks to aliens 
(Signs), or bends airflows (The Last 
Airbender) or is a talking humanoid mouse 
(Stuart Little, which Night wrote but didn’t 
direct). 

“It’s funny,” he says. “When I write, it’s 
always children. There is something pure 
about the moment a child loses their 
innocence. When they become aware of 
their surroundings, but are still uncorrupted 
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by the complexities of adult life.” 

What about Night’s own childhood? He 
has many times thanked his upbringing for 
his success - even now, he regularly calls 
his mum, a retired gynaecologist, for life 
advice (she only lives 20 minutes down the 
road from his home in Philadelphia). 

“My parents are really funny, really 
classic immigrant Indians,” he laughs. “They 
came to the US when it really wasn’t that 
popular to be an Indian doctor. They taught 
me that when you dream with enough 
clarity, and work hard, things manifest. 

“This will give you a sense of what 
they’re like,” he laughs. “Once I said, 
‘President Clinton wants me to come to 
dinner.’ My mum was like [puts on an Indian 
accent], ‘This is great! Maybe something 
good will happen!’ I said, ‘No, mum, that is 
the good thing. The President wants to 
have dinner!”’ 

He laughs heartily: “In their mind, 
immigrants are always trying to achieve; 
like, ‘Maybe the President will give you part 
of the east coast!”’ 

Did he? “No,” says Night. “He just said he 
liked my movies.” 


The shaft of light behind Night’s head 
has moved with the sun. Now it’s 
cutting through the room like at the end of 
Ghost (not one of Night’s films) where Demi 
Moore can see Patrick Swayze for the first 
time before he spirits into the afterlife. But 
unlike Swayze, we’re not letting Night out of 
our sight; we want to know more about that 
darkness. 

“Hollywood gives you a feeling of not 
knowing your own value,” he says. “It does it 
to all of us. Take Robin Williams - I was so 
saddened by his passing, partly because 
I never told him what he meant to me. I’m 
sure in his skewed version of things he 
thought he was of no value. But the industry 
does that to you. It tells you your worth, 
whether that’s zero or a billion.” 

This is a sensitive subject to broach with 
Night, for he knows as well as any director 
how it feels to be pounded by the press. 
While the box offices have banked him 
millions, the critics have not always been so 
kind. His 2010 outing. The Last Airbender, 
for example, made more than £250million 
in cinemas but was deemed so bad that it 
won five Razzies - trophies given to movies 


judged the year’s biggest stinkers. 

The Wall Street Journal dismissed his 
2008 film. The Happening, as a “woeful 
clunker.” The Telegraph branded The Last 
Airbenderas “a man-mountain of dung.” The 
Guardian called After Earth, starring Will 
Smith and his son, Jaden, “a triple-whammy 
of abysmal acting, directing and story.” That 
must’ve haunted him. 

“All [the critics] can touch is your ego, and 
that shouldn’t be there anyway,” says Night. 
“Crush it and then what’s left is something 
pure; the pure artist,” he ponders. “That’s 
how you should be, on a good day - the 
most comfortable version of yourself.” 

We speculate that nobody can take that 
kind of beating without feeling bruised. He 
backtracks. “Yeah, only sometimes I feel that 
way,” he concedes. “Cther times I feel like, 

‘Ah, this is so unfair, this is ridiculous. They’re 
treating Alvin And The Chipmunks: The 
Squeakquel the same way as my movies 
and there’s no way [that’s a better film].’ I 
shouldn’t let it affect me as much as it does, 
but I’m human. It’s such a public thing.” 

What stops him dusting down his old 
Rubik’s Cube? “I was on a show recently ^ 
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with Steven Moffat, the creator 
of Sherlock," he says. “He was 
asked if he made shows for the 
audience, and replied, ‘No, I don’t 
even know what to buy you for a 
present; I would totally screw it 
up.’ He was so right - we don’t 
know what people want, the only 
thing you can do is make 
something pleasing for you.” 

So fuck the audience? “No. I 
guess the best answer for me 
is that if I can reflect myself as 
a human being in my making of 
movies, then I’ll be happy. I have 
strong convictions creatively 
that I can’t bend for anybody. 

On the other hand, I do care 
about people; it’s important for 
me that you’re OK and that 
we’re connecting.” Isn’t it tiring 
having to constantly fight 
against Hollywood’s cigar- 
wielding ringmasters with dollar 
signs for pupils? 

“I feel sad when I see a movie 
from a filmmaker that I respect 
and I can tell they towed the 
line,” Night tells us. “But that’s what this 
business does: it just hurts us.” 

His words conjure up images of 
Hollywood as an evil organ grinder bent on 
beating his troupe of depressed movie 
monkeys into snapping their clapperboards 
in time with his tune. “The supernatural 
thriller was the dance I first danced with 
everybody,” he says. “So they want that 
date over and over; or, at least, the system 
wants me to dance that dance - I don’t 
know if the audience wants me to always 
do that.” 

Indeed, The Sixth Sense's ending proved 
so sensational that, not only did it earn the 
movie those Oscar nods, but spawned 
countless copycat thrillers, each trying to 
out-do the last (with diminishing returns). 

Unbreakable, Signs and The Village also 
had ‘gotcha’ endings, earning him a 
reputation as the Twist King. He became so 
good at it that the only possible plot twist his 
audience wouldn’t see coming was no plot 
twist at all. So that’s exactly what he did. 

“Coming off The Village, I had a sense of, 
‘Do I really want to make another movie 
with a twist, back to back?”’ he says. “No. I’ll 
go do something different.” 

So, in 2006, he made Lady In The Water, 
a modern-day fairy tale about a man who 
finds a water nymph in his swimming pool. 

It bombed, making only $72million from a 
$70million budget. 

“It was one of my favourite experiences, 
and my least successful movie,” he says. 
“But the handful of people that saw it, it 
[became] religion. It was religion to me, 
too.” 

A weaker director might have considered 
hanging up his clapperboard in the face of 


I such a beating. Not Night. He issued a 
I bespoke form of payback on his critics: the 
I hack in the movie gets eaten by a monster. 

I “If you don’t put one foot into an area 
I that scares you, you’re not doing it 
I correctly,” he says. “There’s no way around 
I that. You’re an artist, you have to make 
I yourself vulnerable. If you don’t, you’re not 
I an artist.” 

I Still, when Hollywood’s helter skelter 
I does all get too much, Night has the 
I medicine: 182 chest-beating minutes of 
I pure, bellowing Mel Gibson.

Fun fact: The 
Sixth Sense's revelation was less of a 
surprise in China, where the film was 
released with the over-informative title, 
He’s A Ghost.

Will 
anyone believe them if they do? Many of 
Shyamalan’s lead characters are loners, like 
security guard David Dunn (Bruce Willis) in 
Unbreakable, a man who is blighted by 
marital problems, unemployment and a 
really boring name. 

YOU WILL NEED: An actor who can look 
depressed, and a tragic back story. 

ALSO SEEN IN: Vertigo, The Woman In 
Black, The Girl With The Dragon Tattoo. 


FILM: The Sixth Sense, Unbreakable, 
Signs, The Village, The Happening. 

WHY IT WORKS: Like Stanley Kubrick 
before him, Shyamalan is a master at 
using bright colours to manipulate our 
emotions. In The Village, yellow means 
good; red means very, very bad. In 
Unbreakable, the hero and villain are 
delineated by the colours green and 
purple. If you look down and see the 
colour brown, you may have become too 
frightened by the film and should make 
your way to the nearest bathroom.

Louis Van Gaal has two very separate personas of behaviour. He 
fluctuates between cold and hard, and then warm and cuddly.
